BRENTANO ORDERS ANNIHILATION. 


No Coroner's Replevin Writs Staud in the 
Judge's Way. 

It took Judge*Brentano just a fraction of a 
minute to order the destruction of the gam- 
bling tables and implements taken from the 
House of David. It took the Sheriff's men 
headed by Deputy J. B. Fron with a sledge- 
hammer just a little bit longer to reduce the 
gaming tools to kindling and to toss them 
down piecemeal to the County Building en- 
gineer for firewood.

When quotations rest on the foundation of 

a monopoly they prove sometimes to be on 

crumbling sand. The advantages of a mo- 

nopoly were somewhat obscured to holders of 

Diamond Match stock yesterday, The pub- 


lication of the fact that the Continental Match 


company had been organized by Edwin Gould 
and others, and that it will enter into com- 
petition with the Diamond Match company, 
brought a host of holders of Diamond Match 
stock into the market.

They admit that competition may result 
from the férmation of this company and that 
business may in some degree be cut into. but they 
declare that the hold of the Diamond Match 
company on the trade is so strong and 80 firmly 
intrenched that there is really little that is seri- 
ousto fear. That. of course, is the view which 
one would naturally look for from the managers 
of the company. It is really a question-for indi- 
vidual holders to decide, whether or not they be- 
lieve the competition from such a company will 
be serious. It is easy to seg, at least, that it will 
take considerable time before the new company 
can place itself in the field so as to compete in 
any great degree with the old company.

The admission of Utah as a State is a sore 
subject to some of the strong partisan Demo- 
crats, and they are finding fault with Senator 
Faulkner and other party managers in Con- 
gress because of their failure to provide at 
the same time {cr the admission of New Mex- 
eo and Arizona and thereby insure some ad- 
vantage to the Democratic party. These 
Democratic pessimists complain that the 
managers begun at the wrong end; that they 
proceeded upon the assumption that Utah 
will be a Democratic State, whereas evidence 
is adduced to show that the probabilities 
are quite the opposite to those Demo- 
cratic calculations. Senator Faulkner's 
belief that Utah will send to Congress 
two Democratic United States Senators and 
one Democratic member of the House of 
Representatives was founded upon the show- 
ing of strength made in the last general elec- 
tion, 1892, when Rawiins. the present Demo- 
cratie Delegate from the Territory was elected 
by 2.796 plurality. But, as against Mr. 
Faulkner’s calculations, his critics assert that, 
with the changed conditions since the election 
of 1892,there are strong reasons why no 
Democratic candidate can again secure a 
— in Utah; that the Republican candi- 
ate, Frank J. Cannon, had 12,405 votes, 
ang Allen, the candidate of the tiberals, got 
6.929 votes, and say the liberal 
party consisted of three-fourths or fovr- 
fifths Repubiicans, who have returned or 
are likely to return to their former 
party affiliation. The only consolation that 
these kicking Democrats, here and in 
Utah, can find in the situation is in the fact 
that it will be a long while before Utah will 
become a full-fledged State. Inder the ena- 
bling act, about tne eof which by the 
present Democratic Congress they are so 
greatly provoked, Utah will not be 
a State in time to take its piace 
in the next (filty-fourth) Congress at 
the beginning thereof, March 3, 1895; but

While the financial returns from the sale of 
the Democratic campaign text book are 
gratifying to the committee, the contributions 
to the campaign lun are far below the de- 
mands of the occa:ion. It is with the greatest 
difficulty that contributions to defray the 
legitimate expenses of the pending campaign 
can be secured. Persons who have heretofore 
been liberal contributors to the campaign 
fund display an utter indifference as to 
the result of epproaching contest. 
Federal officials drawing large salaries under 
the present administration positively refuse 
to come to the assistance of the comunittee, 
knowing full well that there is no means ot 
compelling them to contribute to the support 
of the party organization. Many of the minor 
officiais are more generously disposed than 
their high-salaried superiors. The crimina- 
tions and recriminations going on within 
the party lines in many directions, 
seriously affect the revenue of the com- 
mittee. Some of the party beneficiaries refuse 
to aid the committee unless they can be 
assured in advance that the money will not 
be spent in advocating questions of party 
policy in conflict with their personal views. 
A well-known Senator, who is noted for his 
ability as well as his great weaith, was dis- 
posed to make a handsome donation to the 
general campaign fund, but owing to the 
bitter and malignant attacks made upon him 
because of his course on the tariff bill he 
refused to assist the committee. He said he 
would do all that was required of him in his 
own State, but not one cent would he give to 
the general fund.

The gold reserve continues to increase 
gradually, but only gradually. A month ago 
it aggregated $53,710,204, and yet on the 
day the tariff became a law, the 28th of Au- 
gust, the gald reserve amounted to 855,048. 
720 and increased less than $200,000 by the 
first of this month, when it amounted to 
$55.216,900. Today it has reached $57,- 
488,361. That in twenty days but $2,271,- 
000 increase should have been made in the 
reserve, or at the rate of but little over 
$100,000 a day. shows how easily 
the reserve could be reduced to dan- 
gerous smallness by a sudden increase 
in the exportation of gold. It is 
evident the administration has nothing upon 
which to congratulate itself in the gold re- 
serve, and its slow growth may at any mo- 
ment be disastrousiy interrupted. The cash 
balance in the Treasury today was $126,- 
093,854, as compared to $127,148,0977 un 
the Ist, showing a reduction of $1,000,000 
and some thousands since the first of the 
month. The new taritf law is not bringing in 
the loads of gold and other receipts that the 
administration asserted it would, and Treas- 
ury officials are consequently disappointed.

BRYAN WINS THE DAY IN OMAHA. 


Elects Pnough Delegates to Control 
the Democratic State Convention. 
Omana, Neb.. Sept. 20.—[(Special.}—Con- 
gressman W. J. Bryan won the day in the 
primaries of Douglas County for the pur- 
pose of selecting delegates to the Democratic 
State convention. The fight was between 
Bryan, on one side, who desires the pledge of 
the convention for the United ‘States Senate, 
and the administration element represented 
by all the Federal officers in this, part of the 
State.

The contest was 
made more intense by the fact that Bryan 
only required fifty-five delegates to control 
the State convention.

The Demo- 
crats complain that the Federal officers at 
Washington directed all local employés to get 
out and work at the polls against Bryan, and 
many of them compiied. 


TESTIFY AGAINST. MAYOR BEMIS, 


Impeachment Case at Omaha, Neb., Is 
Making Slow Progress. 
Oana, Neb., Sept. 20.— [Special.] —In the 
Mayor Bemis impeachment case today all 
members of the Fire and Police Commission- 
ers were examined, The first witness was 
Howard B. Smith. He had attended meet- 
ings of the board when resolutions looking to 
the closing of gambling-houses were intro. 
duced. These resolutions were introduced 
during the years 1893 and 1894. The 1893 
resolutions were prevented from passing, 
owing to the votes of Mayor Bemis and 
Commissioners Hartman and Gilbert. 
It is no secret that the Mayor did not believe 
in attempting to suppress gambling in this 
manner. He insisted the law made it the 
duty of the State authorities to prosecute 
gamblers. City Clerk Evans testified the rec- 
ords of the city showed the city had purchased 
Block 11 in Bemis Park for public park pur- 
poses for $30,000, the same having been se- 
lected by the Park Commissioners during 
1891, one year before Mayor Bemis was elect- 
ed to his first term of office. Attorneys for the 
managers laid great stress on the fact that 
Bemis had sold tract to the city and that 
as a city official he was interested in the sale.

By direct appeal 
to a court of record the officers of the Civic 
Federation avoided the shystering sympathy 
with gamblers that is a disgrace to the Jus- 
tice who consents to act as their tool, and 
had the behest of the court carried out by 
officials who brook no interference by gam- 
blers or other law-breakers. 


A WARNING TO THE CIVIC FEDERATION. 

The want of success which has attended the 
last two raids of the Civic Fedcration on no- 
torious gambling houses shows that little can 
be accomplished without the codperation of 
the city authorities. If thelatter should hon- 
estly stand by the federation it would be the 
end of public gambling in Chicago. This, 
however, only emphasizes the responsibility 
of the city authorities for the present condi- 
tion of things. It emphasizes the fact that 
they have the power to prosecute the gamblers 
and stop the whole business. In spite of this 
there has been witnessed in this city the dis- 
graceful spectacie of the police standing by 
and doing nothing while outsiders have 
attempted to compel obedience to the law 
which it is the duty of these mien to enforce. 
Such a spectacle never before has been seen 
in any city of the United States. It was a 
disgrace to the city administration. En- 
couraged by the head of the police force it 
was demoralizing to every member of that 
force and to every man in the crowd which 
stood watching the failure of law. 

It is of no use, however, to blame the Chief 
of Police. He could not have done otherwise 
even if he had wished to. The responsibility 
belongs to the Mayor. If Mr. Brennan did 
not enforce the law it was because he was 
told not to enforce it. He is simply the 
Mayor’s clerk and does what the Mayor tells 
him todo. He wasacting under orders not 
to enforce the law issued by his super tor offi- 
cer, who was violating his oath of office when 
he instructed the Chief not to enforce the 
law. It is now reported that tne Mayor has 
issued, his orders for public gambling t> stop, 
and that the gamblers have closed up 
Tun Trrpunz has no faith in this 
sudden spasm of Mayoralty virtue op 
in the sincerity of the Mayor’s purpose. It 
remembers that the late Mayor Harrison and 
ex-Mayor Cregier used to have just such 
spasms when public indignation got too hot 
for them, and that they would order the 
gambling-houses closed. When the storm 
had blown over and people had calmed down 
the houses would all reopen. There is no 
good reason to believe such will not be the 
casein this instance. It would be an insult 
to Hopkins intelligence to assume that it has 
taken him a whole year to find out that 
gambling is public in this city and that he has 
issued un order for it to stop on that account. 
The promptness with which the gamblers 
obey the order show that they understand it 
is only temporary. They know well enough 
that the administration cannot get along 
without their contributions. They will rest a 
week or twoand just assoon as the storm 
blows over they will resume their infamous 
business. Therefore it will be well for the 
Civic Federation to take no stock in the 
Mayor’s honesty of purpose. The federa- 
tion must keep up a vigilant scrutiny. The 
administration will not let go its grip on the 
gamblers’ boodle. The federation can af- 
ford to doubt whether the Mayor has come 
to the conviction that the gamblers, toughs, 
thieves, and bums are not in the majority. 
It will make a grave mistake if it takes the 
Mayor at his word and relinquishes its effort 
to stop public gambling. Eternal vigilance 
will be the price of its success. 

No one can believe that it has taken Hop- 
kins a whole year to learn that there are 
gambling-houses in Chicago. Noone will be- 
lieve that he is sincere in his orders. It is an 
old trick of Democratic Mayors who have de- 
pended upon the lawless elements of this 
city for their elections. Under such circum- 
stances no decent Democrat can srpport 
Hopkins. In spite ofall his cunning as a 
manipulator of primaries and elections he is 
a shallow man in that he fancies the lawless 
element is in the majority and that he can 
run that majority and keep it on his side by 
non-enforcement of laws, paid for with 
boodle. It is only a question of time how 
soon he will find his mistake and the hollow- 
ness of his biuffin ordering the closing of 
gambling-houses. It will not deceive law- 
abiding people. It should not deceive. the 
Civic Federation or induce its members to 
relax their efforts. Decent Democrats 
should be the first to understand this old 
dodge. They should and probably do under- 
stand that Hopkins is at the head of a lawless 
‘gang of mobocrats, thieves, thugs, and 
gamblers, which he thinks constitutes a ma- 
jority of the people of Chicago. The order 
for the gambling-houses to close under such 
circumstances is a farce. The Civic Federa- 
tion must not be deceived by this sudden 
spasm of virtue. It won’t last. It wiil only 
accomplish its laudable purpose by constant 
vigilance and by arousing the peopie to the 
demand that the city authorities shall stop 
gambling. Let the good work go on. 


THE WAR WITH THE GAMBLERS. 

The war with the gamblers is now on and it 
must be fought out to a finish. On the one 
side are the Civic Federation, composed of 
representative citizens without regard to par- 
ty. and the moral, law-abiding people of the 
city. On the other side are the gamblers, big 
and little, those in gilded helle and those in 
dives and dens, closely banded together and 
| relying upon their allies, the Justices of the 
Peace who are sworn to administer law, the 
constables who are sworn to enforce it, the 
Mayor, the Chief of Police, and the men un- 
der them who ostensibly stand for law and 
order and against crime, but who in reality 
refuse to interfere, and are seeking to allay 
public indignation with a temporary show of 
interference. The combination is a strong 
one, but it will be beaten even if it becomes 
necessary for the law-abiding people of Chi- 
cago to rise and vindicate the law by break- 
ing up these dens and driving their occupants 
out of the city. If the Mayor and his police 
are wise they will recognize the inevitable, 
make their orders permanent, and under. 
stand that the Civic Federation has enlisted 
for the crusade, however long it may take, 
and that the people of this city will stand be- 
hind them to the last man and the last dollar. 
Now that it has become an open question 
whether criminals and law-breakers or honest 
and law-abiding men shall run this city every- 
thing will give way until the question 
is , and settled 80 that there 
can be no further doubt about it. 
It does not make so much difference whether 
these tools and agents of the gamblers, the 
Justices and constables, realize the outcome 


| or not. They stand on the same plane with 


their patrons. Every man of them who is 
doing the gamblers’ dirty work is particeps 
criminis, and the people of Chicago will not 
be content until they too are punished by be- 
ing stripped of all future possibilities for 
miechief. 

The only question at issue then is this: Are

they are not then it is time to suppress them. 
Time was in this city when these fellows 
obeyed the laws; now they make no pretense 
of it even. Relying upon constables and 
petty Justices who will do anything for money, 
and relying upon a Mayor and a Chief of 
Police who they know will not interfere with 
them for any length of time so long as they 
make “their monthly contributions to Demo- 
cratic campaign boodle, they now defy the 
law openly and resist every effort to enforce 
it. They substantially have proclaimed their 
determination to keep their dens open, and to 
rob, swindle, and cheat their ignorant victims 
in spite of the law. That the Chief of 
Police cannot be relied upon to do 
anything until he receives permission 
from his superior the Mayor is clear. 
It was only Wednesday that he said if 
the Civic Federation brought the warrants 
to the Police Department they would be served. 


That is what the people of Chicago pay the 


police force for, he said. and all proper 
legal papers will beserved, whether for gam- 
blers or other violators of the law. I will 
guarantee, too, that no such scene as that of 
Tuesday will result if the police are sent to 
serve warrants. Police officers will not at- 
tempt to arrest a room full of gamblers and 
then allow themselves to be arrested instead. 
If they are sent to arrest such men they will 
come pretty near doing it.“ The Civic Fed- 
eration took him at his word. They sent him 
the warrants. Of course they were not served, 
Now that the Mayor is home perhaps the 
Chief will ask him for permission to help the 
federation break up these dens permanently, 
and not merely close them for a few days or 
until the storm blows over. 

It matters little, however, what Hopkins 
may do or may not do. The work of the 
federation is laid out. its road is chosen and 
it will follow it steadily, courageously, and 
persistently, and it will not stay its hand un- 
tilthese pests are suppressed. The laws are 
going to be enforced. Public gambling has 
got to stop, and every good citizen will aid 
the federution in stopping it at whatever cost. 
This city has been cursed sufficientiy with 
Hopkinsism. The people will get rid of that 
when the proper time comes. They do not 
propose to suffer the additional curse of Han- 
kinsism and Hanneganism auy longer than it 
takes to stamp them out. The notorious 
gang of lawbreakers may as well understand 
that the people are in bad temper. 


THAT COURT-HOUSE SCHEME. 
The erection of.a vast county building, half 
of which would be rented for commercial 


purposes, would be a dangerous undertaking . 


in a big city like this, aud might lead to ex- 
ceedingly unpleasant consequences outside of 
questions of indebtedness or of awkward 


competition with people who own and pay 


taxes on other real estate in the vicinity. The 
character of the tenants would be an impor- 
tant consideratio there is no certainty 
that it would be looked after by the Commis- 
sioners sufficiently to prevent great disgrace 
to the county from the harboring of improper 
characters. It may be presumed that the 
building would be a favorite one for lawyers 
on account of convenient access to the courts, 
but the shyster element probably would press 
the hardest for offices there, on account of 
the quasi-indorsement the location would give 
to them and their practice and the air of re- 
spectability to be gained there. The very 
same kina of ambition would lead some 
others to seek admission as tenants. Bogus 
“guarantee invest- 
ment concerns, and others of hazy or dark 
hue would giadly pay high rentals for the 
sake of the position, and the advantage it was 
expected to give them in pushing their schemes 
with the public. The saloon element would 
want a place there, perhaps several, and with 
it might come in the gambling fraternity in 
greater or less numbers, acting quietly at first 
but gradually gathering courage till at last 
the County Court-House was the scene of 
orgies and robberies as vile as any that occur 
on the levee. 

The intelligent citizen who knows some- 
thing of the corruption that festers in Chicago 
easily can picture for himself a possible back- 
ground to this picture, one fuil of sickening 
details. Hecan think of one or more Com- 
missioners or their trusty confidants taking 
bribes from these bad characters to allow 
them to secure a foothold and occupy it on 
easy terms to themselves afterwards. He can 
suppose the case of their being shielded by 
those in authority on the ground that they are 
good rent-payers or have a list of influential 
friends among bummer politicians in and out 
of the building. He can think of the possi- 
bility of these things going from bad to worse 
till at last exposure can be avoided no longer 
and there is another revelation which lands 
some prominent officials in jail in spite of 
liberal expenditures of money which properly 
belongs to the taxpayers. He can fancy the 
place being pointed to by all who pass by it 
as a veritable den of thieves and gamblers, 
the biggest moral plague spot in the whole 
city, a reeking disgrace to the State in which 
it is situated. And he would have too much 
reason to believe that these supposings and 
thinkings would be real mental shadows of 
the events and conditions one has a right to 
expect would follow the erection of a court- 
house on the plan proposed, which is meeting 
with almost universal condemnation on other 
grounds not collectively so important as 
those here indicated. 


THE TORONTO CONVENTION. 

The deep waterway convention at Toronto 
has adjourned. It effected a permanent or- 
ganization, to be called The International 
Deep Waterways Association,“ but could not 
agree to adopt the resolution by which it was 
sought to recommend to the Canadian and 
United States Governments the appointment 
of a commission to determine all matters as 
to mutual cost of such improvements as 
might be undertaken. It was resolved that 
the drafts of all channels to the high seas 
ought to be not less than twenty-one feet, the 
level from which this is to be computed not 
being stated in the telegraphed report. The 
convention also extended a broad approval to 
wall projects designed to extend marine com- 
merce from the great lakes to the Northwes 
territory and recommended the construc- 
tion of locks twenty-six feet deep at St. Mary's 
Falle, so that the most specific act of the con- 
vention may be said to have direct reference 
to the commerce of Lake Superior. The 
Georgian Bay Canal project does not appear 
to have attracted any particular attention, in 
spite of the preliminary effort made to have 
that constituted as a prominent issue. 

It was understood beforehand that the 
Canadians wished the convention to declare 
in favor of improving the St. Lawrence, $0 
that most of the grain trade of the Northwest, 
and its direct return commerce, should be 
conducted through that channel. Some of 


tho parties who took an interest in the scheme, 


in advance of the convention, went so far as 
to speculate on the result as one that must 
greatly lessen the importance of the port of 
New York and reduce to insignificance 
numerous places along the line of the Erie 
Canal which have grown up with the canal 
traffic. This anticipation was not realized. 
The convention did not commit itself to 
either route, but resolved that it recognized 
the utility of the natural routes by way of the 
downfalt of New York is not officially deter- 


mined on yet, unless as some of the delegates 
may have supposed it to be favored by the re- 
solve that all channels to the high seas be not 
less than twenty-one feet, and assumed that 
the deepening of the Erie Canal to that extent 
never will be undertaken, At the same time 
it may be remarked that the continued use of 
the Welland Canal and the predominance of 
the St. Lawrence route would appear to have 
been contemplated in the resolution that a 
permanent court be established for the de- 
cision of all points of international char- 
acter,”’ ;

HOW BIG I8 OUR WHBAT CROP? 

Where is a revival of the discussion in prod- 
uce circles about the probable magnitude of 
the crop of wheat in the United States this 
year. Very widely the total is supposed to be 
not far from 500 miilion bushels, which is a 
much greater departure from the figures war- 
ranted by government estimates of condition 
than the average of recent years. It is in ex- 
cess by some 87 million bushels, against dif- 
ferences in the same direction of 45 millions 
for last year, 35 for 1892, 55 for 1891, and 
30 millions for 1890. That is, the average 
of the official estimates for the fivé years be- 


} ing 466 millions, the-actual average is sup- 


posed to have been some 516 millions, which 
it may be noted is greater than the claimed 
crop of the present year in spite of the sup- 
posed larger error. 

As the trade works mostly on the unofficial 
figures, instead of those furnished from Wasb- 
ington, it becomes a pertinent question as to 
whether the latter are worth anything at all, 
and if it would not be better to save to the 
taxpayers what the official reporting and com- 
pilation costs them. Especially is the query 
a pertinent one when it is believed by well- 
informed parties that the more recent official 
estimates are much farther away from the 
truth than the earlier ones were, and that they 
get no better very fast. Statistician Rob- 
inson set to work to correct the work of his 
predecessor, Dodge, by the wholesale lump- 
ing in of nearly 100 million bushels to the 
supply ot seven months ago, but has 
done nothing to prove that he under- 
stood the situation well enough to 
be entitled to make the correction. There is 


now no reasonable doubt that the accumulat- | 


ed error of- Mr. Dodge’s labors amounted to 
as much as that, but it was the sum of several 
annual errors of estimate, while the man who 
came after him appears to have blundered by 
nearly as much in the figures for a single 
crop, and that after having taken the high 
ground of a man who proposed to set every- 
thing right for the past as well as the present. 
It is widely supposed that his figures for the 
corn crop are wrong by nearly as much per 
cent as are those for wheat. After this it 
would take several years of really able effort 
on the part of the official to reéstablish con- 
fidence in him and his methods, if such cun- 
fidence could be recovered at all. 

It is fair to say that nobody knows how 
much wheat has been raised in the United 
States this year or in any former year and 
that nobody ever will know to be sure with- 
in a large percentage of the truth. No meas- 
urement of the crop is made in bushels or 
pounds. The yield simply is guessed at by 
each of several hundred persons for his own 
neighborhood, and the average of these 
guesses is taken to arrive at the whole. The 
aggregate of the annual totals being dimin- 
ished by the reported exports for the term 
and by the quantity taken as necessary to 
seed the reported acreage, the remainder is 
what is left for home consumption. If this be 
corrected for the difference in aggregate of 
visible and invisible stocks at the beginning 
and end of the term, and then divided by the 
sum of the supposed population for each of 
the years considered, the result will be the 
consumption per capita as nearly as can be 
ascertained. But evidently this has been ar- 
rived at by processes based on guesses at 
every step except the export movement, yet 
they are all the statistician has to guide him 
in his estimates of quantities on hand at the 
beginning of March, and, though untrust- 
worthy to begin with, its value is vitiated fur- 
ther by the fact that the per capita of con- 
sumption varies with the relative price of the 
cereal and abundance of other food, to say 
nothing of the state of the labor market. 

It will be observed that, apart from known 
errors of individual reporting or work on the 
figures, the only real reason there can be for 
finding fault with the official statistics of yield 
must lie in the fact that the figures do not 
“jibe.” If, after allowing so much for seed 
and per capita consumption and for the re- 
ported movement out of the country, the sur- 
plus on hand evidently is much greater 
or less than the computation makes it 
out to be, “there is something wrong. 
That fact is proven. But the process of 
comparison does not necessarily show 
the situation of the error. It may 
lie in former estimates of yield, giving 
an erroneous estimate for domestic consump- 
tion, or in allowing for too many consumers, 
owing to an overestimate of the population, 
or in the circumstance that the per capita of 
consumption is not the same as it used to be. 
All of these points must be settled before the 
carper is justified in claiming that the official 
estimate of crop yield is far out of the way, 
and evidently the fact cannot be ascertained 
for any particular crop till long after the time 
it is gathered in. To be of value the compar- 
ison must be made near the end of the crop 
year instead of at its beginning. 

It may be set down as axiomatic that no 
official crop estimate compiled for the United 
States can be depended upon as correct to 
within perhaps as much as 10 per cent, and 
it equally is true that unofficial estimates are 
open to the same remark. Hence it is possi- 
ble to waste a great deal of time in trying to 
make corrections to the work of this or that 
set of persons or individual and to be un- 
fair in fault-finding because different sets of 
figures on the subject exhibit a wide disagree- 
ment. For anything that now is known the 
wheat crop of the country last year may have 
been less than 400 million bushels, or ex- 
ceeded 450 millions, and there is little room 
to hope for greater accuracy in regard to the 
magnitude of the crop of 1894, 


JAPANESE AGAIN VICTORIOUS. 

More complete details of the recent battle 
between the Chineségand the Japanese at Ping 
Yang show that the victory of the latter was 
complete and is boumd to have an important 
influence towards bringing the war to a close 
in spite of the preponderating numbers of the 
Chinese. In round numbers 6,000 of the lat- 
ter were killed and 14,000 made prisoners. 
Animmense quantity of supplies and mupi- 
tions of war was captured, as well as $3,000,- 
000 in treasure—a sum which will go far in 
helpmg the Japanese to take care of their 
prisoners or in providing for other necessities 
of the war. Not the least important feature 
of this great victory is the prestige which it 
will give the Japanese and the corresponding 
discouragement which must pervade the Chi- 
nese ranks. This prestige is already shown 
by the prompt manner in which the Japanese 
have followed up their victory. They have 
carried the warinto Africa. A powerful army 
is now marching on Monkden, in China, a 
strategic point of great importance, the ea p- 
tare of which will leave Pekin exposed. 

Dazed, confused, and apparently unable to 
put any plan inte successful operation, the 
Chinese have now suffered another terrible 


blow on the water. A fleet of ele- of their | been

| warships and six torpodo boateengagéd in the 


attempt to land troops encountered the Japa- 
nese fleet of seventeen vessels, nine only of 
which were at all formidable, at the mouth of 
the Yalu River. A battle at once ensued. 
The result was further disaster for the un- 
fortunate Chinese. Four of their ships were 
sunk and one was burned. All the troops 
which had been landed were captured and it 
is intimated that there was great loss of life, 
although reports are conflicting. The most 
reliable dispatches state that the Japunese 
had substantially the same good fortune as at 
Ping Yang and that their fleet suffered no 
damage. 

Thus on sea and land the little Japs have 
struck their big enemy two terrific apd stag- 
gering blows. As it seems to be conceded on 
all sides that the Chinese cannot get another 
army into Corea before next spring 
the Hermit Kingdom is now virtually 
in Japanese hands, and the victorious 
Japs, flushed with success, are following 
up their advantage by invading the empire 
of China itself and menacing the safety of the 
capital. The Chinese army appears to be in 
a panic. The fleet has been badly crippled 
The government is weakened by divisions, 
jealousies, plots, and counterplots. The Em- 
peror and his Premiers are at variance, each 
blaming the other for the recent disasters 
which have befallen their forces. The Jap- 
anese on the other hand are thoroughly unit- 
ed, are pursuing a definite policy, and have 
availed themselves of all the modern improve- 
ments in war methods, both on sea and land, 
which the conservative Chinese have been 
slow to adopt. The Chinese vastly outnum 
ber the Japanese in army strength and in the 
number of vessels, but this preponderance of 
material thus far has been offset by the su- 
perior strategy, tactics, and fighting methods 
of the Japanese.

No matter 
how great may be the volume of currency, if 
each and every dollar of itis notof value to 
pass current in the world of business it can- 
not add to the welfare of the people. To be 
productive of good to them it must, whether 
of gold, silver, or paper, be of unquestioned 
and unvarying value, and when called into 
requisition discharge the obligations of the 
holders without the aid of legal tender acts. 
It is important forthe people to learn that 
with such a currency, no matter how abun- 
dant it might be, it would not find its way to 
those who are wanting in credit. It could not 
give relief to those who have neither the 
means to puy the obligations, nor who, having 
it, cast suspicion upon their willingness to 
maintain their financial integrity dy making 
their abiding places the home of all the finan- 
cial vaguries which are bred by those who 
have no property of theirown and who are

The Two Kinds of Pope. 


New York Sun: Here is a seemingly simple, 
but really tough question: 

Will you define what is a Populist? 

"6. Wee 

A man may be a Populist without knowing it, 
and so the essence and sincere milk of Populism 
cannot be found by the mere process of looking 
at platforms of the People’s party. Even the 
Populist thirsts for illimitable worthless 
money, although one of the most virulent 
indications of common Populism is only an ex- 
tension of the old greenbackism, and but the 
whiskers or cuticle of Populism. The lights and 
heart of the , the vital parts of Populism, 
are deeper down. A distinction to begin with, 
if you please. Thore is the patent, professional, 
crank-conceived Populism. of which William 
Alfred Peffer is the type. There is the 
latent and more pestiferous Populism, of 
which Grover Cleveland is the type. 
Populism proper is by Grangerism out of Social- 
ism, with Communism for a stepmother. The 
Populist is so much dissatisfied with the govern- 
ment that he wants a lot more of it. As a mat- 
ter of development, Populism is demagogism 
super-im posed on crankery, exhausted politicians 
using what they could of the Farmers’ 
Alliances, the fag 
ends of organizations. 
Its strongest original component was the Farm- 
ers’ Alliance. From the first it was in favor of 
class legislation. Between Ocala and Omaha 
some of the platform was lost. The agricultural 
Subtreasuries and government loans to the farmer 
have gone. but the old idea is still strong in the 
Pefferian Populists. It is assumed that certain 
farmers and laborers are all the producers of the 
country, and that they are robbed by capitalists,’ 
corporations, national banks, millionaires 
usurers, who take interest on money and insist 
on having the principal paid.

Experiences of the Exiled Americans with 
the People at Bluefielda. 

New Onueans, La., Sept. 20.—Bluefields, 
Nicaragua, advices under date of Sept. 15 
say: Tunis is the Independence day of Nica- 
ragua, but still the day is not as happy as it 
should be for Nicaraguans, for it brings this 
fair land oneday closer to the certain civil 
war, Which will play havoc with prosperity 
fora while. Then, too, within the last few 
days two exiled Americans, Sim Lampton and 
Capt. Wilbanks, have been brought to the 
Marblehead by the Mohawk from Port 
Limon, and dispatches they and naval com- 
manders have received from Minister Baker 
make an energetic policy and possi- 
ble unfriendliness between the United 
States and Nicaragua almost a certainty. 
Bluefields has enjoyed a municipal election 
and officers haye been elected, but martial 
law still exists, for the simple reason the 
Nicaraguans attempted to elect Americans to 
office without even taking the troubie to con- 
sult these Americans. However, they were 
not wrong in their selection of the candidates, 
and but two of five men declined to serve. 
Madriz had said that any successful candidate 
who refused to sefve in office to which he had 
been elected would be fined $50 a day 
throughout the entire term of office, but the 
determined stand of Capt. O’Neil compelled 
Minister Madriz to. ignore his own decree.

New Directors Elected by New York and 
New Jersey Bridge Company. 

New York, Sept. 20.—[Special.|—Several 
new directors stepped into the board of the 
New York and New Jersey Bridge company 
at the meeting held here today. Among 
them were James S. Austin of Des Moines, 
Ia., and John H. Runnells, general counsel 
of the Pullman company, of Chicago. The 
election of Mr. Runnells is especially satis- 
factory to the bridge company, as through 
him a strong outside railroad influence may 
possibly be controlled, and aid from such a 
new and powerful quarter is expected by the 
company to prove of great benefit. The 
other Westerner on the board is John 8. 
Clarkson of Des Moines, Ia. It is proposed 
to construct a cantilever bridge to connect 
the New York and New Jersey shores. The 
structure will be 10.800 feet long, with a 
middle span of 2,100 feet, anda clear head- 
way above high water of 150 feet. It will be 
purely a railway bridge, with six 
tracks. The New York terminus 
will be between Fifty-ninth and Sixty- 
ninth streets, and a steel viaduct 
will be built to connect with the proposed 
new union station at Broadway and Thirty- 
eighth street. The bridge will cost $20,000,- 
000, including interest on bonds during con- 
struction, and will require four years to 
build. A suspension bridge would cost $35,- 
000,000, exclusive of interest on bonds, and 
could not be completed under eight to ten 
years. The decision of the Secretary of War 
as to the length of span for the bridge will be 
made known in October.

Need of a Lexow Committee. 


What we need is either an investigating 
committee constituted by our Legislature 
with powers similar to those ed by the 
Lexow committee of New York to make a 
thorough investigation of the State’s-Attor. 
ney’s office, or a special grand jury to investi- 
gate the subject of gambling with a double 
purpose of first fastening the legal responsi- 
bility for the maladministration of the law, 
and secondly indicting the gamblers and the 
owners of the property used by them. 

The reform of public gambling in Chi- 
cago is attended with serious difficulties be- 
cause of the formidable strength of the sport- 
ing fraternity and the criminal neglect of our 
Police Department. The raid made upon 
Varnell's house, No. 119 Clark street, Tues- 
day last, presents an instructive lesson to the 
community at large and to the Civic Federa- 
tion. 

„A novelty in the line of interference with 
the execution of a search warrant is the pres- 
ence of the mortgagees who lay claim to the 
articles demanded, We maintain that the 
mortgagee can acquire no right to gambling 
implements which the owner did not possess, 
and that the pretended claims of the mort- 
gagee should be as fully ignored as those of 
the owner. 

»The warrants which were issued by Justice 
Hannegan for the arrest of Matt Pinkerton 
and several of his assistants in the Varnell 
raid, which was another shrewd move on the 

art of the gamblers, will not stand, we be- 
Reve, the inquiry of a higher court. Justice 
Hannegan is evidently retained for the 
use of the gambiers in an emergency 
at a convenient place, which happens 
to be, in the judgment of our attorneys, the 
very worst place for him to hold court. 
While a Justice has jurisdiction throughout 
the county, our attorneys assure us his court 
must sit within the township of his appoint- 


ment. If this theory be correct, any writs 
which he may issue from his office on Clark 
street are invalid and will make him liable to 
a variety of processes in law. 

„A most culpable part in the sensational 
scene of Tuesday was the refusal of the po- 
licemen either to aid in the execution of the 
search warrant or to protect the persons of 
those officers who were commissioned to exe- 
cute that document. 

Would Prosecute Property-Owners, 

„% We do not believe raids, unless they 
should be constant, would be a successful 
means of suppressing this evil. A traffic that 
can pay from $9,000 to $30,000 a month 
for protection could readily refurnish apart- 
ments with all the gaming implements neces- 
sary and would prefer to do eo rather than 
discontinue the business. The most effectual 
means will be, we believe, the prosecution of 
the owners of the property that is used for 
gambling purposes. 

„A large measure of hope for the success 
of this endeavor arises from the conseat of 
the Judges of the Circuit and Superior Courts 
to issue bench warrants for the gaming im- 
plements and their manipulators.

It will be 
a sight worth seeing, for the First will appear 
as Chicago folks have been wont to know 
it—in all the glory of the gray full dress, 
which is the distmguishing mark of 
the regiment. And the uniforms -will 
be new-worn for 'the first time. 
They are packed in boxesin the temporary 
armory on Wabash avenue now. Everybody 
knows the style of this equipment: cadet gray 
swallow tails with white cross belts and white 
helmets. The present set has been modern- 
ized by substituting simple shoulder straps 
for the old-time epaulets and by the abolition 
of the old brass baldrics. 

There is one thing about these uniforms 
which the men of the First wish to have dis- 
tinctly impressed on the public mind: that 
they are not paid for with State money or by 
subscription. The State furnishes service 


the men of the First pay for their own parade 
clothes out of their own pockets; $25 from 
each man. So there need be no growung 
about waste of the peopie’s money on pretty 
clothes.

Features of the Building. 


But away down in the basement there are 
some other interesting features of this perfect 
armory. Hereare eight bowling alleys for 
the men and two target ranges, one arranged 
for six men to practice at rifle target, one a 
combination affair for pistol and skirmish 
practice. These ranges have a stretch of 164 
feet, and by a graduation ol targets the men 
are able to practice as if at any range up to 
1,000 yards. The markers for these targets 
are to be stowed away in iron-clad pits, the 
ceilings of are cked 
with a  foot’s of . 
bullets all strike sloping steel shields that 
deflect them into pits, where they can be 
picked up and run again. Every possibility 
of accident here has been provided against 
arid the ranges are declared to be the most 
perfect of the kind in the United States. The 
magazine and the engine and the boiler rooms 
are stowed away in safe corners of this base- 
ment. All through the building careful 
watch has been kept for safety and health. 
Two additional stairways have been put in the 
rear and two small exits, easily defended, 
have been cut. Wherever fire is in the build- 
ing none but fireproof material is used. 

Altogether it is a gem of an armory. There 
is no wonder that the men of the First get ra b- 
idly enthusiastic when they talk of it. The 
original armory cost $225,000, the present 
one, better and more complete, was put up 
for some $40,000 less, there being a great 
saving in the old walls. Legally, the building 
belongs to the First Infantry 1 
ation, of which the trustees are J. J. Mitchell, 
President; Charles L. Hutchinson, Walter L. 
Peck, H. H. Kohlsaat, Col. Henry Turner, 
Lieut.-Col. George Laumann, and Capt. A. L. 
Bell. It costs to maintain the First and its 
fort $20,000 a year. Of this the State gives 
only $9,000. The rest comes from the men 
themselves, from honorary members of the 
area and from rental of the armory.

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IT I8 A NEW PROPELLER WHIOH MAY 
MAKE HIM FAMOUS. 


A Test of the Invention Results Favorably 
~The Tug Arthur Jones Makes a Run 
to Grosse Point Equipped with the 
New .Wheel and Records a Material 
Saving in Coal Over the Old Style—It 
In No Longer Regarded as a “ Freak” 
Wheel. 


A test of the new propeller wheel, which 
was placed on the tug Arthur Jones, was made 
yesterday. Fora first test of an invention 
containing such radical departures from old 
models the wheel might be called a big suc- 
cess. There are changes to be made in the 
wheel yet, and the propeller is much too large 
for the power of the tug. 

A run to Grosse Point, a distance of twelve 
miles, was made yesterday morning. A test 
run had been made several days ago with the 
old wheel, and 8,400 revolutions had been 
recorded. For the same distance yesterday 
6,910 revolutions were made, a saving of 
1,490 turns of the propeller. It is 
claimed that the slippage, a seri- 
ous objection against the old style, is 
largely done away with, and the smooth 
wake left by the boat seemed to confirm this. 
The time of the two runs was exactly the 
same, 70 minutes, but it is claimed that the 
coal consumption yesterday was much less 
than before. The wheel now has a 12-foot 
lead, and this is thought too much, so it will 
be changed to 9 feet. The inventor, H. A. 
Harsha, thinks that this will add materially 
to the success of the wheel. 

If Mr, Harsha has succeeded in inventing a 
propeller wheel which is better than the 
models now in use the world over he will 
have accomplished something that. number- 
less men have tried and failed. In the offices 
of the great shipbuilding companies on the 
Ciyde there are rooms devoted to new inven- 
tions of propeller wheels. At one time oran- 
other the whole world seems to have tried its 
hand in inventing some kind of a wheel which 
will overcome the loss of power now experi- 
enced with the accepted models. 

Capt. Herriman, the Lakes Inspector for 
Bureau Veritas, the great French system of 
ship classification for insurance, said yester- 
day that as Mr. Harsha had a wheel which 
would withstand all the tests put upon it he 
would become world famous besides making 
a vast fortune. 

Every one on the river has been ridiculi 
what they called the “freak of a wheel’ 
— on the Arthur Jones. When they 
earned yesterday afternoon that the freak ”’ 
had developed remarkable power and effected 
a material saving in fuel they began to regard 
the new invention in a different light. Itisa 
long way yet to a final success, but the test at 
once overcame the objections that the new 
kind of a wheel was visionary and would 
prove ridiculous when started in motion. 


AOKERMAN WANTS EQUALIZATION. 


City Controller Writes “The Tribune 
Relative to the Evils of Assessment. 


Tue Trisune has received the following: 

Curcaao, Sept. 20.—[{Editor of The Tribune. 
In a report of @ meeting of the Chicago Real 
Estate Board published in Tus Trrsune this 
morning reference is made to my visit to Spring- 
field, which Mr. Kerfoot referred to as an effort 
to ave the real estate assessment in- 

I would beg to say in explana- 
I did not urge an increase in 
real estate values for the reason, as I stated to 
the Board of Equalization, that it would fall un- 
justly upon many who had already paid more 
than their just share of taxes. What | did 
recommend was, that whatever addition was 
placed should be upon personal property, as I 
considered the amount returned for the three di- 
visions of Chicago, $24,726,225, exceedingly 
low. I also suggested that possibly some portion 
of the increase might be added to the railroad 
property, the returns for which (personal prop- 
erty and real estate) was $1,262,196. I pointed 
out what I regarded as inconsistencies in values 
of this class of property. Some of the roads I 
thought were assessed very much too high in 
Prope ion to others. 

What the City of Chicago really needs is an 
equalization of rather than an additaon to as- 
sessed values; as matters now stand some prop- 
erty-owners are overtaxed, some escape in part. 
and others entirely. The impression seems to 
prevail that if assessable values should be raised 
the amount of taxes on the same would be corre- 
spondingly increased. The rate or cent during 
last year was very high, much higher than in 
other cities. but this was necessary in order to 
obtain a sufficient amount of revenue. In 18732, 
when the total assessod value was $312,072,995, 
the total taxes collected was only $5,617,- 
813.91, equal to about 1.08. In 1893, with 
an assessed value of $245.790,351, the 
amount of taxes collected for municipal 
purposes was $11,810,959.69, or nearly 5 per 
cent. Ifa fair valuation was returned by all, the 
rate should not exceed 1 percent. The assessed 
value of real and personal property in New York, 
upon which taxes will be levied for the year 
1894, is over two thousand millions, and this 
does not represent its full value. If this valua- 
tion can be shown for a city forty-two square 
miles in area, 2 with an area of 186 
square miles, certainly ought to be able to show 
one-half that amount, but it only shows about 
one-tenth, and yet. as a matter of fact, the real 
and personal estate value of Chicago is probably 

ual to that of New York. 

bjection has been made on the part of some 
to increase valuationson the ground that the 
money derived from increased revenue would not 
be honestly expended, but I apprehend that this 
is not the real ground of objection. If such fears 
exist, however, it would be an easy matter to 
overcome them by having property-owners take 
a greater personal interest in the mode of assess- 
ing Any taxpayer in Chicago can easily deter- 
mins for himself whether the amounts appropri- 
ated for the cuerent expenses of any one year are 
excessive, No doubt the Finance committee in 
making up its annual appropriation wouid be glad 
to receive suggestions from any respectable citi- 
zen taxpayer and to give him such information as 
he may desire regarding the needs ofthe city. 
Even though the assessed values were largely in- 
creased throughout the State the percenta 
would, as stated, be greatiy redu but all 
would pay their fair share for 1 cape support, 
and in this way the burden would be more equal- 
ly distributed. 

In reference to the evil of ttownsbip organiza- 
tion, this, it has been shown, can be remedied as 
suggested by Tue TRIBUNE a few days since, viz. : 
by a vote of the people. The mode of levying as- 
sessments can also be rearranged by new legisla- 
tion. Art. 9, Sec. 1, Constitution of 1870, pro- 
vides that values may be ascertained by persons 
elected or appointed in such manner as the Gen- 
eral Assembly shall direct. 

It is gratifying to learn that this matter of 
assessment reform is exci attention and there 
is a eneral willingness on the part of property- 
owners to lend their influence in that —— 
It is a matter of self- preservation for the honest 
taxpayer. There are thousands of taxpayers in 
Chie who have made incorrect returns, not 
from dishonest motives, but simply because it 
was known the irregularity was general. As 
this matter becomes better understood and the 
interest in it increases, it will not take long to 
obtain such legislation as will bring about a 
proper reform.
